CELARTER AMENDMENTS, 


Ry Ald. Young— 

Resolved by the City Council of the city 
of Lansing: 

That this council by a three-fifths vote of 
members elect propose that sections three, 
twenty-one, one hundred nine, two hundred 
nine, two lIrundred twenty-seven, and two 
hundred nirnety-six of the city charter of 
the city of Lansing, be amended so that the 
same shall read as follows, said amendments 
to become effective on the first Mofhday in 
May, 1917: ‘ 

Section 3. Said city shall be divided into 
seven wards as follows: The first ward shall 
consist of all that part of said city, north 
of the center line of Sheridan street, con- 
tinued to the east line of the city limits, 
and north to the north tine of lots seven 
and elght, block eighteen, lota fourteen and 
fifteen, block twenty-one, and lot six, hlock 
twenty-three,- to the Grand river, and east 
and north of Grand river; the second ward 
shall consist of all that part of said city 
south of the center line of Shiawassee atreet, 
continued to the western line of the city, 
to the center line of Washtenaw street so 
continued, and west of Grand fiver; the 
third ward shall consist of all that part of 


said city lying south of the center dine of% 


Washtenaw street, continued to the western 
line of the city and west of the center line 
of Washington avenue, and north of the 
Grand river; the fourth ward shall consist of 
all that part of said city north of the séc- 
ond ward, west and south of Grand river; 
the Fifth ward shall consist of ail that part 
of said city lying south of the seventh ward 
and east of Grand river, and north of the 
center line of Main street continued to the 
east line of said city; the sixth ward shall 
consist of all that territory lying south of 
the center lne of Washtenaw street, and 
east of the center line of Washington ave- 
nue and west of Grand river and all that 
part of said city lylng south of Grand 
river. and of the “fifth ward; the 
seventh ward shall consist of- ail that 
part of said clty lylng south of 
the first ward and east of Grand river, 
and north of the center line of Michigan ave- 
nue continued to the cast line of the city. 

Section 21. At the annual election to be 
held in the city of Lansing in the year 
nineteen hundred and thirteen, and at each 
second annual election thereafter’ there 
shall be elected on the city tlcket, one clerk 
and one constable; and at the annual elec- 
tion to be held in said city in the year 
nineteen hundred fourteen, and each second 
unnual election thereafter, there shall he 
elected one mayor, one treasurer and one 
eonstable, all of whom shall hold thelr 
offices for two years. No person shall be 
eligible ‘to the office of city treasurer for 
two consecutive terms. «at each annual eiec- 
tioiu there shall be elected one city assessor 
for the term of three vears, who shall enter 
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upon the duties of his office on the first day 
of September next followlng his election. At 
each annual election there shall also be 
elected from each ward one alderman who 
shall hold office for two years. 

Provided, however, that the alderman 
elected on May 3, 1916, to represent the 
fifth ward as then existing, shall continue 
to represent the fifth ward as existing on 
the first Monday in May, 1917, untill the 
first Monday In May, 1918. Provided, also, 
that at the election to be held_on the first 
Monday in April, 1917, there shall be elect- 
ed one alderman from the seventh ward to 
hold office until the first Monday in May. 
1918, and one alderman from the seventh 
ward to hold office until the first Monday 
in May, 1919. 

At the annual election to be held in the 
year nineteen hundred and fifteen, and at 
each fourth annual election thereafter, 
there shall be elected in said city one jus- 
-tice of the peace, who shall hold office for 
four years. Each of said officers so elected 
shall Rold his office for the term for which 
he was eletted and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. All officers elected 
as herein provided shall enter upon the du- 
ties of their respective offices on the first 
Monday in May next following such election, 
unless otherwise herein provided. 

‘Section 109. The annual assessment of 
property in the several wards of the city 
shall be made by the city assessors as here- 
in provided and the assessor whose term 
soonest expires, shall be chairman of the 
board of assessors and shall have control 
of the work of said board under the direc- 
tion of the city coonctil, 


It shall be the duty of the city assessors 


to severally take the assessment, and make. 


assessment rolis in such wards of the city 
as may be designated by the city council, 
except that in making special assessment 
rolls, the city assessors shall act as a board, 
a majority of whom shall he competent to 
make and certify any special assessments 
ordered by the city council. It shall be the 
duty of the city council at its first meeting 
in September of each year or as soon there- 
after as practicable, to designate by reso 
iution the ward or wards in which the city 
assessors, naming them, shall make a gen- 
eral assessment and assessment rolls for the 
ensuing year. 


Section 209. The board of police aud fire 
commissioners shal) consist of seven mem- 
bers, one to be appointed from each ward, 
not more than four of whom shall helong 
to the same political party, The members 
of said board as appointed under the pro- 
visions of the charter of said city, adopted 
August 27, 1912, shal) continue to hold said 
office until the expiration of their term of 
office, except as. otherwise provided in this 
charter, On the first Monday in May, 1917, 
or as soon thereafter as may he, and each 
sucaeeding third year thereafter, the mayor 
shall eppoint three members of said board, 
who shall hold their office for three years. 
On the first Monday in May, 1918, or as 
soon thereafter as may he, and each succeed- 
ing third year thereafter, the mayor shall 
appoint two members of said board, who 
shall hold their office for three years. On

Detroit, 
Mich,, has city collection and pays one-half 
freight to French Landing, about twenty 
miles from Detroit, for disposal, whoth 
Amounts to 815,000 per year, and receives 
no compensation for same. Columbus, Ohio, 
has city collection with a large reduction 
plant for disposal, and has also an incin- 
erator tor rubbish disposal. 

After carefully considering the several 
plants with data we have been able to 
gather, we are of the opinion that the: city 
of Lansing should build a raduction plant 
and Install municipal collection. In keep- 
ing with the dhove opinion, we would rec- 
ommend that the city council take such 
necessary stepra for the construction of a 
reductlon plant of such size as required for 
immediate use and for the _ prospective 
growth of the city. Also install with plant 
a system of municipal collection which we 
find works out satisfactory in all towns 
where so collected.

tion in said city of Lansing of civil pro- 
cesses, issued out of said court, and all such 
fees as are by the general laws of this 
state properly taxable by a justice of the 
peace in criminal cases, shall be taxed and 
collected in like cases by the justice of the 
peace of the city of Lansing, and paid into 
the city treasury within fifteen days after 
they shall have been so collected, and said 
justices of the peace shall report on oath 
at the first regular 
meeting thereof in each month, a state- 
ment of the fees so collected by him in 
each case. In all cases where the complaint 
is made or the process issued at the in- 
stance of any clty officer or private citizen, 
the said justices shal] deliver all processes, 
eivil or criminal, including commitmenis 
to the county jail and the Detroit house of 
correction. to the constables of the city of 
Lansing, who shail serve the same. Pro- 
vided, however, that the said justices of 
the peace may, in civil cases, if requested 
by the plaintiff, his agent or attorney so to 
do, deliver the same to the sheriff, his depu- 
ty, or to any other constable of said county 
of Ingham for service, or, on cause shown, 
may appoint in writing, any competent per- 
son to serve the same, who shall make his 
return of service of said process on oath, 
and file the same with the said justice of 
the peace, and he shall be entitled to re- 
ceive the same compensation as is allowed 
to constables for the service of summons in 
like cases. All orders issued by the De- 
troit house of correction upon the receipt 
of any prisoner from either of said con- 
stables, shall be made payable to the city 
of Lansing. 


Section 117. All fines, penalties or for- 
feitures, recovered before said justices of 
the peace for violation of any city ordinance 
shall, when collected, be paid into the city 
treasury, and said justices of the peace shall 
report on oath to the city council at the first 
regular meeting thereof in each month, dur- 
ing the term for which he shall perform 
the duties of said justice of the peace, the 
number and ‘name of every person against 
whom judgment shall have been rendered, 
for such fine, penalty\ or forfeiture, and all 
moneys by him received for or on account 
thereof, which money so received, or which 
may be in his hands, collected on such fine, 
penalty or forfeiture, shall be paid into 
said city treasury on or before the first 
Monday of each and every month during the 
term such justice of the peace shall exer- 
cise the duties of said office, and for ony 
neglect in this particular he may be sus- 
pended or bagioyec from office as herein 
provided. 


Section 118, It shall be the duty of 
the Justice of the peace herein designated 
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as presiding judge of the municipal comet ‘ 
or in his absence, the justices of the peace 
herein designated as associate judge of the 
municipal court, at the first regular meeting 
of the city council in the months of August, 
November, February and May in each year, — 
to account on oath to the city council for - 
all such moneys, goods, wares and merchan- — 
dise, siezed as atolen property, as shall 
then remain unclaimed in the offices of the 
said justices of the peace, and immediately 
thereafter to give notice for four weeks in 
one of the newspapers printed and circulat- — 
ing in said city of Lansing, to all persons 
interested or claiming such property; Pro- 
vided, always, that if any goods, wares, 
merchandise or chattels of a perishable 
nature, or which shall be expensive to Keep, © 
shall at any time remain unclaimed in the 
office of said Justice of the peace, it shall 
be lawful for the justice of the peace here- 
in designated as presiding judge of the 
municipal court, or in his absence the jus- 
tice of the peace herein designated as as- 
sociated judge of the municipal court, to 
sell at public auction, at such time, and =. 
after such notice as to him shall seem’ 
proper. 

Section 119. It shall be the duty of the 
justices of the peace aforesaid, who may 
recover or obtain possession of any stolen 
property, on receiving satisfactory proof 
of perty to fhe « the owner, to deliver such

property to fhe owner thereof, on his paying 
all necessary and reasonable expenses, 
which may have been incurred in the re- 
covering, preservation or sustenance of such 
property, and the expenses of advertising 
the same, unless the city attorney, or the 
prosecuting attarney of the county of Ing- 
ham, shali otherwise direct. 


Section 120, “It shall be the duty of the 
justice of the peace herein designated as 
presiding .Judge of the municipal court, or 
in his absence the justice of the peace here- 
in designated as associate judge of the 
municipal court, as aforesaid, to cause all 
property unclaimed after the expiration of 
the notice specified in section one hundred 
eighteen of this chapter, money. excepted, 
to be sold at public auction to the highest 
bidder, unless the prosecuting attorney of 
the county of Ingham, or the city attorney 
of the city of Bbansing, shall direct that 
it shall remain unsoid:-ior a ionger perloc, 
to be used as evidence In the administration 
of justice, and the proceods thcreof forth- 
with pay to the city treasurer, together with 
all money, if any, which shall remain in 
his hands after such notice, as aforesaid, 
first deducting the charges and expense of 
such sale. 


Section 121. The said justices of the 
peace shall have full power and quthoriiy, 
and it is hereby made their duty, upon 
complaint to them in writing, on oath, to 
inquire into, and try and determine ali 
the offenses, which shall be committed 
within the city, against any of the pro- 
visions of this charter, or against the rules, 
regulations or ordinances, which shail be 
made by the city council, in pursuance of 
the powers granted by this charter and to 
punish the offenders as by said rules, regu- 
lations or ordinances shall pe proscribed or .~ 
directed, to award all processes, take rec- _ 
ognizances for the appearance of the person 
charged, and upon appeal, and to commit 
to prison as occasion may require. Pro- 
vided, that any person making said com. 
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plaint (excepting city officers) may be re- 
* quired py the said justices of the peace to 
} give security for costs in the same manner 
as is required In criminal cases under the 
* general laws of the state of Michigan, which 
_ security shall have the same force and effect, 
- and judgment shall be rendered againat 
- such complaint and surety, and execution 
_igsued thereon, when the said justice of the 
- peace shall be satisfied there was not rea- 
- gonable cause for making such complaint. 
_ Section 122. Whenever any person shall 
' be charged with having violated any rule, 
regulation, ordinance, or the provisions of 
this charter, by which the offender is liable 
to imprisonment, the justice of the peace 
- to whom complalnt shall be made in writ- 
é ing and on oath shall issue a warrant di- 
rected to the chief of police, orj{any con- 
_ stable, of the city of Lansing, dr to the 
sheriff or any constable of the county of 
Ingham, commanding him forthwith to 
* bring the body of such before him, to he 
- dealt with according to law, and the chief 
- of police or other officcr, to whom said war- 
- fant shall be delivered for service, is hereby 
required to execute the same in any part of

ection 123 In every civil action or pro-

cept such as are imposed as costs aforesaid, 
shall be, by the said justices of the peace, 
Paid to the treasurer of the county of Ing- 
ham, as required by law. 

Except as herein otherwise provided, the 
general laws of the.state of Michigan with 
reference to justice courts and justices of 
the pease, shall be applicable to the said 
justice of the peace of the city of Lansing 
and the courts held’ by them. 


Section 124. The justices of the peace 
shall keep, ‘or cause to be kept, a just and 
true account of ali fees which, by law, they 
would be entitled to receive for performing 
services in criminal cases, if such services 
were not compensated by a salary as pro- 
vided herein, and at least fifteen days be- 
fore the regular meeting of the board of 
supervisors in January and October in each 
year, they shall present to the city council 
a verifled statement of such accounts, to- 
gether with the statement of the constables’ 
accounts, certified by them as provided in 
section one hundred thirteen, for examina- 
tion and approval; and the city council shall 
examine said accounts, and may suggest 
corrections or amendments thereto, and said 
accounts, when approved by the city’ coun- 
ci], shall be presented te the board of super- 
visors at its then next meeting, and the 
same shall be audited and the amount justly 
due thereon, allowed as other bills of the 
justices of the peace and constabies are 
allowed for similar services, For the amount 
so allowed, a warrant shall be drawn by the 
county clerk, upon the county treasurer, in 
favor of the city of Lansing, and delivered 
to the city treasurer. In cuse of examina- 
tion of offenders by said justices of the 
peace, for offenses commited against the 
criminal laws of this state where such jus- 
tices of the peace have jurisdiction to ex- 
amine, und to hold to bail only, it shall 
be lawful for said justices of the peace, on 
motian of the prosecuting attorney, to cause 
an order to be entered in the records of such 
court, before or during the pendancy of said

Phe justice of the peace before whom any 
cause has been tried and verdiet or judg- 
ment rende:ed shall have the same power 
und authority to set aside the verdict or 
Judgment and grant o new trial therein 
upon legal cause shown therefor us the cir- 
cult courts of the state possess: Provided, 
That a motion in writing be made and filed 
with the clerk of said justice court within 
five days after the rendition of the verdict 
or judgment in said case. Said motion shal! 
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brléfly and plainly set forth the reasons and 
grounds upon which it is made Affidavits 
upon which the motion ts founded shall 
also be filed at the time of fillng of said 
motion, and notice of the hearing of such 
motion, with copy of the motion and afi 
davits filed as aforesaid, shall be served 
upon the adverse party or his attorney at 
least two days before the hearing thereof. 
Such motion shall be determined within four 
days, exclusive of Sunday and holidays, af- 
ter the same shall have been heard and 
submitted, and such motion shall be sub- 
mitted within one week after the same 
shall have been filed. The time for taking 
an appeal from judgment, in case such mo- 
tion be not granted, shall begin to run from 
the time when such motion shall be over- 
ruled. In no case shall the pendency of 
such motion stay the issuing and levy of an 
execution in such case; but in case of a 
levy under execution pending such motion 
no sale of the property so levied on shall 
be advertised or made until the final deter- 
mination of such motion. The party making 
such motion shall pay a fee of two dollars 
at the time of filing said motion, and if a 
new trial is granted and the party making 
the said motion shall prevail in the new 
trial then the fee paid upon filing the mo- 
tion shall be assessed in his favor, to- 
gether with the other taxable costs.’

The justice of 
the peace herein designated as presiding 
judge of the municipal court shall appoint 
such deputy clerks as shall be necessary 
to the proper performance of the duties of 
the office of the clerk of the municipal, or 
justice, court. Said deputy clerks shall 
he under the direction of the clerk of 
the municipal, or justice, court and shall 
receive such salary as shall be prescribed 
by the city council. | 

The files, records and dockets appertain- 
ing to the offices of formcr justices of the 
peace of the said city of Lansing, shall 
be kept in the ‘office of the clerk of the 
municipal, or justice, court hercin provided 
for. Either of the present or future jus- 
tices of the peace is empowered to issue an 
execution, according to law, upon judgments 
appearing upon said dockets, as if such 
judgments had been rendered by him. 

Section 126. The clerk of the municipal, 
or justice, court is hereby empowered to 
take complaints in criminal causes, and 
swear the complaining witness thereto. Said 
clerk shall also, by virtue of his office, be 
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empowered to administer oaths to persons 
making affidavits for writs in civll causes 
and issue ali clvll processes and atfest the n 
same in the name of the justices of the — 
peace The sald clerk and deputy clerks of. 
the said court are also hereby empowered - 
to sign summong and subpoenas, In accord- | 
ance wlth act number thirty-five, (35) of the

In cases of appeal or certiorari, the said 
clerk may make and certify a return there- ~ 
to which shall have the same force and 
effect as If made and certified to by the 
justice of the peace.

That this council by a three-fifths vote 
of the members-elect propose that sections 
3, 102, 109, 141, 209, 227, 285 and 286 of 
the city charter of the city of Lansing be 
nmended so that the same shall read us 
follows: 


Section 3. Said city shall be divided into 
eight wards as follows: 


The first ward shall consist of «ll that part 
of said city, north of the center line of 
Sheridan street, continued to the east line 
of the city limits, and north of the north 
line of lots seven and eight, block eighteen, 
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lots 14 and 15, block 821, and lot 6, block 
23, to the Grand river, and east and north of 
Grand river; the second ward shall consist 
of all that part of said city south of the 
center line of Shiawassee street continued 


to the western line of the city, to the 
center line of Washtenaw street 50 
continued, and west of Grand niver; the 


third ward shall consist of all that part of

Section 102. On or before the first Mon- 
day of February in each year the city 
council shall elect from the senior aldermen 
such number of supervisors as the city of 
Lansing is entitled to by law. Such mem- 
bers, so elected, shall be members of the 
board of supervisors of Ingham county for 
one year from and after the first Monday in 
April next after their election, and as 
such supervisors shall exercise the same 
functions, ‘perform the same duties and re- 
ceive the same compensation during the time 
they are acting in such capacity as are by 
law conferred upon other members of said 
board of supervisors. In case of vacancy 
for any cause, or by reason of sickness any 
such person so elected is not able to perform

It’shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to keep, maintan or 
conduct except as hereinafter provided, 
any stand, cart, wagon or vehicle from 
which ts sold any soft drinks, lunches, 
candies, fruits, nuts, popcorn or any 
goods, wares or merchandise of any de- 
scription whatsoever on Washington ave- 
nue from Shiawassee -street to Lenawee 
street, on Washington avenue south from 
Elm street to Baker street, on Capitol 
avenue from Shiawassee street to Lena- 
wee street, on Grand avenue from Ottawa 
street to Allegan street, on Shiawassee street 
from Capitol avenue to Grand avenue, on 
Ionia street from Capitol avenue to Grand 
avenue, on Ottawa street from Capitol 
avenue to Grand avenue, on Michigan 
avenue from Capitol avenue to the Pere 
Marquette RR. FR. tracks, on  ~<Allegan 
street from Capitol avenue to Grand 
avenue, on Washtenaw street from Capi- 
tol avenue to Grand avenue, on Kalama- 
zoo atreet from Capitol avenue to Grand 
avenue, on Lenawee street from Capitol 
avenue to Grand avenue, on Franklin ave- 
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nue from Washington avenue to Center 
street and on Turner street from Frank- 
lin avenue to Clinton street. 

PROVIDED, however, upon application 
in writing, stating the desired location 
on any part of the streets above men- 
tlened, and the particular kind of busi- 
ness proposed to be conducted, the city 
conncil may, in its discretion, by reso- 
lution, authorize the granting of a per- 
mit and issuance of a license to any 
person to engage in said business, under 
the conditions and_ restrictions of the 
said resolution and the city ordinances 
in relation thereto; and thereupon such 
pergon or persons respectively, 60 8=6au- 
thorized, shall first pay to the city for 
its use and benefit for euch privilege, 
an additional license fee of one hundred 
dollars for the period -mentioned in the 
license; provided also, that if the period 
of time mentioned in the license is less 
and not to exceed one-half of the maxi- 
mum time for which licenses may be 
granted under the ordinance govermng 
the same, then the additional fee to be 
paid for the use of the city, shall be 
fifty dollars. 

The city council or the mayor is here- 
by authorized to suspend = such license 
and the rights and privileges thereunder 
for any violation of said ordinance, reso- 
lution or license, or whenever in its or 
his judgment, it shall be necessary for 
the protection, interest and benefit of 
the public, so to do.

Every 
vehicle, when left standing in any street if 
not in the tmmediate presence and control 
of the driver or operator, shall, if a horse 
or team, be hitched, and if a motor vehicle 
shall have its engine or other propelling 
mechanism or motive power stopped and not 
operating. The driver or operator of any 
vehicle shall stop upon the signal from a 
police officer. 

Section 16-——Every motor vehicle being 
driven or operated on any street within the 
city limits shall .be provided during the 
period from one hour after sunset to one 
hour before sunrise with at least two lighted 
lamps on the front, the light of such front 
lamps to be visible two hundred feet in the 
direction in which such motor vehicle is 
proceeding. There shall also be provided 
one rear light which shall display a red 
light visible from the rear at least two 
hundred .feet, and a white light the rays 
of which shall shine upon the number plate 
carried on the rear of such vehicle. Every 
motor vehicle or other vehicle equipped 
with and using electric forward lights upon 
any of the streets of said city shall be pro- 
vided and equipped with some practical and 
efficient device or devices whereby the for- 
ward lights of such vehfcle may be dimmed 
or ijessened at the will of the driver or 
operator to such an extent that such electrio 
forward lights or the refiection therefrom 
will not interfere with the sight of nor tem-~ 
porarily blind the vision of the driver or 
operator of an approaching vehicle; and 
it shall be the duty of every operator or 
driver of such vehicle equipped with and 
using auch electric forward lights while 
such vehicle is being driven upon the streets 
of the suid city, to effectually apply such 
dimmer to the forward Ights of the vehicle 
so being driven or operated by himand cause 
such Nghts to be dimmed and lessened so as 
not to interfere with the sight or temporarily 
blind the vision of the driver of an ap- 
proaching vehicle. Motorcycles and bicycles 
shall be required to display but one lighted 
lamp on the front of the said motorcycle or 
bicycle, visible at least one hundred feet 
{in the direction in’ which it is headed, and 
the said light shall also display the regis- 
tration number thereon in such a manner 
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that when the lamp is lighted the number 


may be read at a distance of at least fifty 
feet.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS. 


The Honorable the Mayor and City Council: 

Gentiemen—I did not learn until after your 
last council session that certified copies of 
the amendment redistricting the city into 
eight wards had been filed with the secre- 
tary of state and with the county clerk on 
Saturday, December 2nd. 

Under the provisions of the Home Ruie 
Act the city ceased to be a city of aix 
wards on the day named and became a city 
of eight wards. If the ruling which I sub- 
mitted to your honorable body on April 24th 
last be accepted as good law there existe in 
the membership of your honorable body a 
vacancy in the offices of aldermen for the 
fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth wards as 
now constituted by vote of the electors of 
this city. 

By section 338 of the city charter it is 
provided when a vacancy occurs in the office 
of aldermen the city council shali imme- 
diately order a special election to be held 
in the ward for which such officer is to be 
chosen, unless in case any such vacancy 
shall occur within three months before the 
first Monday in April in any year, in which 
ease it shail be optional with the city coun- 
cil to order a special election or not as it 
may deem expedient.

~ ARTICLE I. 


General Provisions, 


Section 1. Short title and application. 
This ordinance shal] be known as the hous- 
ing ordinance for the city of Lansing. 

Section 2, Definitions. Certain words in 
this ordinance are defined for the purposes 
thereof as follows: Words used in the 
present tense include the futuré; wordg in 
masculine gender include the feminine and 
neuter; the singular number includes the 
plural and the plural the singular; the 
word person includes a corporation as 
well as a natural person, 

(1) Dwelling. A “dwelling” is any house 
or building or portion thereof which is oc- 
cupied in whole or in part as the home, 
residence or sleeping-place of one or more 
human beings, either permanently or tran- 
siently. 

(2) Classes of dwellings. For the pur- 
poses of this ordinance dwellings are divid- 
ed into the following classes: (a) “private 
dwellings,” (b) “two-family dwellings,’’ 
and (c) ‘‘multiple-dwellings.” 

(a) A “private dwelling” is a dwelling 
cecupied by but one family alone. 

(b) <A “two-family-dwelling’”’ is a dwell- 
ing occupied by but two families alone, 

(c) A “‘multiple-dwelling” is a dwelling 
occupied otherwise than asp aio private 
dwelling or a two-family dwelling. 

(3) Classes of multiple-@wellings, All 
multiple-dwellings are dwellings and for 
the purposes of this ordinance are divided 
into two classes, viz: Class A and class B. 

Class A. Multiple-dwellings of class «! 
are dwellings which are occupied more or 
less permanently for residence purposes by 
several families and in which the rooms 
are occupied in apartments, suites or 
groups. This class includes tenement 
houses, flats, apartment houses, apartment 
hotels, bachelor apartments, studio apart- 
ments, duplex apartments, kitchenette 
apartments and all other dwellings sim- 
flarly cccupied, whether specifically enum- 
erated herein or not. 

Class B. Multiple-dwellings of class B 
are dwellings which are occupied as a 
rule transiently, as the more or less tem- 
porary abiding places of individuals who 
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‘are lodged, with or without meals, and in 


which as a rule the rooms are occupied 
singly. This class includes hotels, lodging- 
houses, boarding-houses, furnished-room 
houses, club-houges, convents, asylums, 
hospitals, jails and all other dwellings sim- 
flarly occupied, whether specifially enum- 
erated herein or not. 

(4) Hotel. A “hotel’ is a multiple- 
dwelling of class B in which persons are 
lodge@ fur hire, where as a rule the rooms 
are occupied singly and in which there are 
more than fifty sleeping rooms, a public 
dining room for the accommodation of at 
least fifty guests, and a general kitchen. 

(6) Family. <A family is a group of 
persons living together, whether related to 
each other by birth or not, and may con- 
sist of one or more persons. 

(6) Mixed occupancy. Where a bulld- 


-{ng is occupied otherwise than as a dwell- 


ing and a portion thereof is occupied as 
a dwelling by the janitor, caretaker or 
superintendent thereof, as in the case of 
an office building, for example, the portion 
so occupied shall comply with the provi- 
sions of this ordinance relative to dwell- 
ings. In all other cases of mixed occu- 
pancy a building occupled in part as a 
welling shall be deemed a dwelling for 
the purposes of this ordinance. 

(7) Yards. A “rear yard’? is an open 


‘space on the same lot with a dwelling, be- 


tween the extreme rear line: of the house 
and the extreme rear line of the lot and 
shall extend across entire width of said 
lot, A yard between the front line of the 
house and the front line of the lot is a 
“front yard.’ <A yard between the aside 
line of the house and the side line of the 
lot if it extends from the front line of the 
house to the rear line of the same is a 
“sideyard.” All yards shall be at every- 
point open and unobstructed from the 
ground to the sky. 

(8) Courts. A ‘‘court” is an open un- 
occupied space other than a yard on the 
same lot with a dwelling. A court not ex- 
tending to the street cr front, side or rear 
yard ig an inner court. <A court extending 
to the street or front, side or rear yard is 
an outer court. 

(9) Corner and Interior Lots. A “corner 
lot” {se a lot situated at the junction of 
two or more intersecting streets. <A lot 
other than a corner Jot is an interior lot. 

(10) Front of the Lot; Rear of the Lot. 
The front of the lot is that boundary line 
which borders on the street, In the case 
of a corner lot the owner may eledt by 
statement on his plans, either street 
boundary line as the front.’ The rear of a 
lot ig the side opposite to the front. In 
the case of a triangular or gore lot, the 
rear is the boundary line not bordering on 
a street. 

11. Street. A _ atreet is a public thor- 
oughfare used to give access to the front 
of abutting property. ; 

(12) allley. An alley {s a passage wa 
used to give access to the rear of apuiting 
property. 

(13) Public Hall. A “public hall’ is a 
hall, corridor or passage way not within 
the exclusive control of one family, 


(14) Stair Hall. A “stair hall” is a 
public hal! and includes the stairs, stair 
landings and those portions pf the build- 
ing through which it is necessary to pass 
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in going between the entrance fioor and 
the roof. 

(15) Basement; Cellar; Attic. A ‘“‘base- 
ment” is a story partly underground but 
having at least one-half of its height 
above the curb. level and also one-haif of 
ite height above the highest level of the 
adjoining ground. 

A “cellar” ls a story having more than 
one-half of its height below the curb level, 
or below the highest level of the adjoining 
ground. If any part of a story is in that 
Part the equivalent of a basement or cel- 
lar, the provisions of this ordinance rela- 
tive to basements and cellars shall apply 
to such part of said story. <A cellar shall 
not be counted as a story for purposes of 
height measurements, 

An “attic’’ is a story in a sloping roof. 
In the case of private dwellings, two-fam- 
iiy dwellings and multiple-dwellings con- 
taining four apartments or less, such attic 
Shail not be counted as a story; in the 
case of al} other multiple-dwellings an at- 
tic shall be counted as a story, 

(18), Height. The “height” of dwelling 
is the perpendicular distance measured in 
na straight line from the curb level to the 
highest point of the roof beams, in the 
case of fiat roofs, and to the average of 
the height of the gnble in the case of 
pitched roofs, the measurements in _ ail 
cases to be taken through the center of the 
front of the- house. 

Where a dweliing is situated on a ter- 
race above the curb level such height shall 
@ measured from the,level of the adjoining 
ground. Where a dwelling !s on a corner 
lot and there is more than one grade or 
jevel, the measurements shall be taken 
through the center of the front on the 
street having the lowest elevation. 

(17) Curb Level. The “curb level’ ig 
the level of the established curb in front 
of the building measured at the center uf 
such front. Where no curb has been es- 
tablished the city engineer shall establish 
such curb level or its equlvalent for the 
purposes af this ordinance. 

(18) Occupied spaces. Outside stair- 
ways, fire escapes, fire towers, porches, 
platforms, balconies, bolier flues and other 
projections shall be considered as part of 
the bullding and not as part of the yards 
or courts, or unoccupied area. This pro- 
Yision shall not apply to cornices except 
those which project Into a side yard or 
court for a distance of more than two feet. 

(19) Eireproof Dwellings. <A ‘fireproof 
dwelling’ is one the walls of which are 
constructed of brick, stone, cement, iron or 
other hard incombustible material, and !n 
which thore are no wood beams.or lintels, 
and jn which the floors, roofs, stair halls 
and public halls are built entirely of brick, 
stone, cement, iron or other hard incom- 
bustible material, and in which no wood- 
work or other inflammable material !s used 
in any of the partitions, furrings or ceil- 
ings. But this definition shali not be con-« 
strued as prohibiting, elsewhere than in 
the public halls, the use of wooden floor- 
ing on. top of the fireproof floors or the 
use of wooden sleepers, nor as prohibiting 
wooden hand ralls or treads of hard wood 
not less than one and a half inches thick. 
This section shall not be construed to ex- 
clude the use of wooden doors and trims, 

(20) Wooden Buildings. A ‘wooden 
building” is a building of which the ex- 
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terior walls or a portion thereof are of 
wood. Court walls are exterior walls. 

(21) Nuisance. The word “nuisance” 
shall be held to embrace public nuisance 
as Known at common law or in equity jur- 
isprudence; and whatever is dangerous to 
human life or detrimental to health; what- 
ever dwelling or part thereof, is overcrowd- 
ed with occupants, or is not provided with 
adequate ingress and egress fo and from 
the same; or the part thereof, or is not 
sufficiently supported, ventilated, sewered, 
drained, cleaned or Aghted, in reference to 
its intended or actual use; and whatever 
renders the air or human food or drink 
unwholesome, are also severally in con- 
templation of this ordinance, nfiisanceas; 
and all such nuisances are hereby declared 
illegal, : 

(22) Shall The word “shall” is al- 
ways mandatory and not directory, and de- 
notes that the dwelling shall be maintained 
in all respects according to the mandate 
as long as it continues to be a dwelling. 

(23) Construction of Certain Words, 
Wherever the words “charter,” ‘“ordi- 
nances,”’ “regulation,” ‘“‘building inspector,” 
“board of police and fire commisgioners,”’ 
“health officer,’’ “board of health,” “city 
attorney,’ “mayor,” “city treasurer,” or 
“fire limits’? occur in this ordinance they 
shell be construed as if followed by the 
words ‘‘of the city of Lansing.’’ Wherever 
the words “occupied,”’ or “used’’ are em- 
ployed in this ordinance such words shall 
be construed as if followed by the words 
‘or is intended, arranged, designed, built, 
altered, converted to, rented, leased, let or 
hired out, to be occupied or used.’’ Wher- 
ever the words ‘dwelling,’ ‘‘multiple- 
dwelling,’’ “building,” ‘‘house,’’ ‘premises’ 
or ‘lot’? are used in this ordinance, they 
shall be construed as if followed by the 
words, “or any part thereof.” ‘“Approv- 
ed fireproof material’? means approved by 
the building inspector.”’ 

Section 3. Buildings Converted cr Alter- 
ed. <A building not a dwelling, if hereafter 
converted or altered to such use, shall 
thereupon become subject to all the pro- 
visions of this ordinandée relative to dwell- 
ings hereafter erected. <A dwelling of one 
class if hereafter altered or converted to 
another class shall thereupon become sub- 
ject to all the provisions of this ordinance 
relative to such class, 

Section 4. as'lterations and Change in 
Occupancy. No dwelling hereafter erected 
shall at any time be altered so as to be 
in violation of any. provision of this ordi- 
nance. And no dwelling erected prior to 
the passage of this ordinance shall at any 
time be altered so as to be in violation of 
those provisions of this ordinance applica- 
ble ot such dweHings, If any dwelling or 
any part thereof is occupied by more 
families than provided in this ordinance, 
or is erected, altered or occupied contrary 
to law, such dwelling shall be deemed an 
unlawful structure, and the health officer 
may cause such dwelling to be vacated. 
And such dwelling shall not again be oc- 
cupied, until it or [ts oceupation, as the 
case may be, has been~made to conform 
with the law. 

Section 56. Dwellings Moved. If any 
dwelling be hereafter moved from one lot 
to another it shail thereupon be made to 
conform to all the provisions of this ordi- 
nance relative to dwellings hereafter erected 
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Section 6. Dwellings Damaged. If a 
dwelling be damaged by fire or other cause 
to the extent of two-thirds or more of the 
market value of the entire structure, such 
dwelling shall not be repaired or rebuilt 
except in conformity with the provisions of 
this ordinance relative to dwellings here- 
after erected. 

Section» 7. Minimum Requirements; 
Ordinance ‘Not to be Modified; The pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be held to 
be the minimum requirements adopted for 
the protection of the health, welfare and 
safety of the community. No regulation 
ruling or decision of any board or officer 
shall modify or dispense with any of the 
said minimum requirements laid down in 
this ordinance. 

Section 8. Sewer Connections and Water 
Supply. The provisions of this ordinanc 
with reference to sewer connections ake 
water supp}y shall be deemed to apply only 
where connection with a public sewer and 
with public water mains is or becomes rea- 
sonably accessible. ell questions of the 
practicability of such sewer and water 
connections shall be decided by the board 
of health, 

Section 9. Time for Compliance. All 
improvements specifically required by this 
erdinance upon dwellings erected prior to 
the date of its passage shall be made 
within one year from said date, or at such 
earlier period as may be fixed by the 
board of health, 

Section 10. Scope of Ordinance.“ All the 
provisions of this ordinance shall apply to 
all classes of dwellings, except that in 
sections where specific reference is made 
to one or more specific classes of dwellings 
such provisions shall apply only to those 
specific classes to which such reference is 
made, All provisions which relate to 


“dwellings’’ shall apply to all chasses of 
dwellings. 


ARTICLE II. 


Dwellings Hereafter Hrected. 


(In this article will be found all provi- 
sions which must be observed when a per- 
son proposes to build a new dwelling, or 
to convert or alter to such purpose a build- 


ing which is not a dwelling.) 


Title I—Light and Ventilation, 


Secion 11. No dwelling héreafter erected 
shall occupy either alone*or with other 
buildings, a greater percentage of the area 
of the lot than as follows: 

(a) In the case of corner lots, with 
streets on three sides, no more than 90 
per cent. 

(b) In the case of other corner lots, 
not more than 85 per cent. 

(c) In the case of interior lots, not 
more than 60 per cent. 

For purpose of tifis section the meagure- 
ments may be taken at the top of the en- 
trance story in the case of hotels, or if the 
first story is ocaupied by a store: other- 
wise they shall be taken at “the ground 
level. No measurements of ground area 
shall inciude any portion of any street or 
alley. Any portion of a corner lot distant 
more than seventy (10) feet from the in- 
tersection of the side lines of the streets 
forming the frontagss of the lot shall be 
treated as an interior lat, 

Section 12. Height. No dwelling here- 


after erected shall exceed in height the 
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width of the widest street upon which it 
abuts nor in any case shall it exceed one 
hundred feet in height. Such width of 
street shall be measured from building line 
to opposite building line. The provisions 
of this section shali not apply to hotels. 

Section 13. Yards. Every dwelling 
hereafter erected shall have a rear yard. 
In the case of hotels rear yards may start 
at the top of the entrance story. 

(a) In the case of corner lots, no rear 
yard shall be less than 10 per cent of the 
depth and area of the lot. 

(b) .In the case of interior lots, no rear 
yard shall be less than 20 per cent of tho 
depth and area of the lot. 

(c) Where a corner lot is formed by 
the intersection of three streets, the rear 
yard need not extend across the full width 
of the lot; but only to its median line. 
In the case of hotels located on sych lots, 
no yard need be provided. 

If a dwelling exceeds two stories i# 
height, the depth above prescribed shall 
in every case be increased 3 per cent of the 
depth of the lot for each story above two 
stories, 

(d) No side yard shall be required for 
dwellings hereafter erected, provided the 
exterior walls of such dwellings adjoining, 
or on the lot line are built of solid brick, 
concrete or other fireproof material, with- 
out openings of any kind, extending from 
the ground a distance of two (2) feet 
above the roof line; except, when such 
dwelling has, independent of any possible 
opening in said solid fire wall, met ali of 
the provisions of this section and of this 
ordinance, there may then be permitted as 
a supplementary and temporary sourse of 


light and ventilation, openings in such’ 


solid fire wall, built of wired glass and 
metal sash and frames. 

(e) All side yards in the case of pri- 
vate dwellings and two-family dwellings 
hereafter erected shall never be less than 
three and one-half feet on one side and 
the sum of the widths of the two side 
yards shall not be less than ten feet. 
Where the side lot lines are not pxarallel, 
or where such dwelling is built parallel 
to the street to which the side lot lines are 
not at right angles, the Measurement may 
be taken from the center of the house to 
the let line. 

If, previous to the taking effect of this 
ordinance there has been filed with the 
city clerk architect’s plans with the writ- 
ten statement of the owner of lands with- 
in the city that he intends to make use of 
such plans in the construction of dwellings 
which shall be commenced within thirty 
days after the ordinance takes effect, such 
dwellings built in ascerdance with such 
plans, and on the parcel or parcels of land 
described In the owner’s statement, shall 
be exempt from the provisions of this or- 
dinance In relation to dwellings hereafter 
erected. Nor shall those provislons apply 
to dwellings, actual work on the laylng of 
the foundation walls of which has been 
actually started prior to the taking effect 
of this ordinance. ie 

(f} In the case of multiple dwellings 
the side yard shall be termed a court and 
shall be deemed subject to all the provi- 
sions of this ordinance relative thereto.: 

Section 14. Courts. The width of al! 
outer courts in dwellings hereafter erected 
shall not be leas than the following: 
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(a) For one-story dwellings five (5) feet. 

(b) For each additional story two feet 
Bhail be added to the minimum width. 

{c) The maximum length of outer 
courts except in the case of side yards, 
shall never be greater than‘ twice it’s 
minimum width. 

The minimum width of inner courts 
shall be as follows: 

(a) For one-story dwellings five (6) feet. 

(b) For each additional story add two 
feet to the minimum width. 

{c) The length of inner courts shall never 
be legs than twice the minimum width. 

The widths of all courts adjoining the 
lot line shall be measured to the lot line 
and not to an opposite building. 

Section 16. Courts Open at Top. No 
court of a dwelling hereafter erected shall 
be covered by a roof or skylight. Every 
such court shall at every point open 
from the ground to the sky unobstructed, 
except that in the case of hotels and also 
in any dwelling where there are stores on 
the ground floor such court may start at 
the top of the entrance story. 

Section 16. Alir-Intakes, In all dwell- 
ings hereafter erected every inner court 
shall be provided with two or more hori- 
zontal air-intakes at the bottom. One 
such intake shal] always communicate di- 
rectly with the street or front yard and 
one with the rear yard, and each shall 
consist of a passageway not less than three 
feet wide and seven feet high which shall 
be left open, or be provided with an open- 
gate at each end. 

Section 17. sngles in Courts, Nothing 
contained in the foregoing sections con- 
cerning courts shall be construed as pre- 
venting the cutting off of the corners of 
said courts, provided that the running 
length of the wall across the angle of 
such corner does not exceed eight feet, 


Section 18, Buildings on Same Lot With 
a Dwelling. If any puilding is hereafter 
placed on the same lot with a dwelling, 
a yard shall always be maintained between 
said buildings; such yard shail be of a 
size as prescribed in section 13, 

A one-story garage or other buliding not 
exceeding eighteen (18) feet square, used 
exclusively for domestic purposes and not 
as a dwelling or for the habitation of ani- 
mals or fowls of any kind, may occup> 
two-thirds of the depth of any rear yard 
as prescribed in section I3. 


Section 19. Rooms, Lighting and Venti- 
lation of. In every dwelling hereafter 
erected every room shall have at least ohe 
window opening directly upon the street, 
or upon a yard or court of the dimensions 
specified in this article, and located on the 
same lot, and such window shall be so 
located as to properly Iight all portions 
of such rooms. This provision shall not, 
however, apply to rooms used as art gal- 
leries, swimming pools, geymnaslums, 
squash courts or for similar purposes, nor 
to public rooms fn hotels and other multi- 
ple-dwellings, provided such rooms are 
adequately lighted and ventilated by ven- 
tilating skylights in the roof thereof, 


Section 20. Windows in Rooms, In 
every dwelling hereafter erected the total 
window area in each room shall be at 
least one-;seventh of the superficial floor 
area of the room and the whole window 


Shall be made so as to open in all tts parta,

At least one ‘such window shall be not less 
than twelve square feet in area between 
the stop heads, In multiple-dwellings the 
top of at least one window shall not he 
less than six feet elght inches ‘above the 
fioor, 

Section 21. Rooms, Size of. In every 
dwelling hereafter erected all rooms used 
for living or sleeping purposes shall be 
of the following minimum aizes: Every 
room shali contain at least $0 square feet 
cf floor area; no room shall be less than 
seven feet wide. In multiple dwellings of 
Class A in each apartment, group or suite 
of rooms, there shall be at least one room 
containing not less than 120 square feet 
of floor. 

Section 22. Rooms, Height of. No room 
in a private dwelling or two-family dwell- 
ing hereafter erected shall be in any part 
less than eight feet high from the finished 
fioor to the finished ceiling, except that in 
the case of the second story of a detached 
private dwelling, the rooms need be but 
seven and one-half (7 1-2) feet high from 
the finished floor to the finished ceiling; 
and except that an attic room in such pri- 
vate and two-famlly dwelling need be but 
Seven and one-half feet in but one-half of 


its prea, 

ifo room in a ‘multiple-dwelling here- 
after erected shall be in any part less 
than nine feet high from the finished floor 
to the finished celling. 

Section 23, .Alcove and Alcove Rooms. 
In a dwelling hereafter erected an alcove 
in any room shall be separately lighted 
and ventilated as provided for rooms in 
the foregoing sections. Such alcove shall 
not he less than ninety square feet in 
area, except that In a private dwelling 
there may be not more than one alcove 
of a less area, provided it is not used for 
sleeping purposes, and is separately Hght- 
ed and ventilated as above provided, No 
part of any room in a dwelling hereafter 
erected shall be enclosed or subdivided at 
any time, wholly or in part, by a curtain, 
portier, fixed or movable partition or 
other, contrivance or device, unless such 
part ‘of the room so enclosed or subdivided 
shali contain a separate window as herein 
required and shail have a floor area of not 
leas than ninety square feet, 


Section 24, Privacy. In every two 
familly dwelling and multiple-dwelling 
hereafter erected, access to every lHving 
room and bedroom and to at least one 


water-closet compartment shall be had. 


without passing through a bedroom. 
Section 35. Water Closet Compartments 
and Bath-Rooms, Lighting and Ventila- 
tion of. In every dwelling hereafter erect- 
ed every water-closet compartment and 
bath-rooin shall have at least one win- 
agow opening directly upon the street, or 
upon & yard or court of the dimensions 
specificd in this Article and located on 
the same lot. No such window shall be 
less in size than three square feet between 
stop-heads, and the aggregate area of 
windows for each water-closet compart- 
ment shali be not less than six square feet 
between stop-heads. BHvery such window 
shall be made so as to open in all its parts, 
A ventilating skylight open to the sky may 
be used in Heu of windows required by 
this section. Nothing in this section con- 
tained shall be construed so as to prohithit 
a general toilet room containing several 
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water-cloget compartments separated from 
each other by dwarf partitions, providing 
such toilet room is adequately lighted and 
ventilated to the outer air as above pro- 
vided. 

The above provisions shall not apply to 
hotels with a system of forced ventilation 
s0 constructed as to entirely change the 
air in every bath-room, toilet room or 
water-cloget compartment at least once 
every seven minutes, 

Section 26. ‘Public Halls, In every 
dwelling hereafter erected every public 
hall shall have at least one window opening 
directly upon the street or upon a yard or 
court of the dimensions specified in this 
article and located on the same lot. Such 
window shall be at the end of said hall 
with the natural direction of the light 
parallel to the hall's axis. Any part of a 
public hall which is offset or recessed or 
shut off from any other part of said hall 
Shall be deemed a separate hall within the 
meaning of this section and shall be sep- 
arately lighted and ventilated, 


Section 27. Windows ‘and Skylights for 
Public Halls. in dwellings hereafter erect- 
ed one at least of the windows provided 
to light each public hall or part thereof 
shall be at least three feet wide and five 
feet high or-its equivalent in area, meas- 
ure@ between stop-heada. In every multi- 
ple-dwelling hereafter erected there shall 
be in the roof directly over each stairway, 
a ventilating skylight, provided with ven- 
.tilators having a minimum opening of forty 
square inches, or such skylight shall pe 
provided with fixed or movable louvres, 

Section 28 Windows for Stair Halls, 
Size of. In every dwelling, hereafter 
erected there shali be provided for each 
story at least one window to light and ven- 
tilate each stair hall which shall be at 
least three feet wide and five fdéet high, 
measured between stop-heads, or several 
window openings whose opening glass-areas 
are equivalent thereto, A sash door shall 
be deemed the equivalent of a window in 
this and the two foregoing sections, pro- 
vided that such door contains at least ten 
square feet of glazed surface. 

Section 29. Dwellings on Alleys and 
Narrow Streets. All dwellings hereafter 
erected or placed upon any alley or upon 
any street less than 30 feet in width shall 
have the front wall of said dwelling at 
least 16 feet from the center line of said 
alley or street. 

All multiple-dwellings hereafter erected 
or placed on any alley or on any street less 
than 50 feet in width, shall have the front 
wall of said building not less than 26 feet 
from the center line of. said alley or street. 

Section 30. Frontage on Street. No 
dwelling shall hereafter he placed nor shall 
any building hereafter be placed, altered or 
enlarged on the same lot with any dwelling 
in such manner that the dwelling shall, be 
left without at least one side thereof hav- 
ing an unobstructed frontage upon the 
street. P 

Nor shall any dwelling, store, or other 
“pullding be erected or constructed, (which 
exclusive of any porch, step or other sim- 
ilar projection shall be nearer to the atreet 
line than the adjoining dwelling or dwell- 
ings, if any, already erected upon the same 
block or square fronting the atreet upon 
which said dwelling, store or other build- 
ing is proposed to be erected. In the event 
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that no dwelling or other building shall be 
so situate, then In such case no dwelling, 
store or building shall be erected nearer 
than 15 feet to the street line, Nothing 
in this section contained shall be held to 
apply to any territory within fire limits 
now or hereafter established by the or- 
dinances of this city. 
TITLE 2-—-SANITATION. 

Section 31. Cellar Rooms. In dwellings 
hereafter erected no rocm in the cellar 
shall be occupied for living purposes. 

Section 32. Basement Rooms. In dwell- 
ings hereafter erected no room in the base- 
ment shall be occupied for living purposes, 
unless in addition to the other require- 
ments of this ordinance such room shall 
have sufficient light and ventilation, shall 
be well-drained and dry, and shall be fit 
for human habitation. 

Section 33. Cellars, Damp-Proofing and 
Lighting. Every dwelling hereafter erect- 
d shall have a basement, cellar or excavat- 
ed space under the entire entrance floor, at 
least three feet in depth, or shall be elevated 
above the ground so that there will be a 
clear air space of at least twenty-four in- 


ches between the top of the ground and the’ 


bottom of said floor so as to insure ventila- 
tion and protection from dampness. Such 
space shall in all cases be enclosed but 
provided with ample ventilation and prep- 
erly drained, When necessary to make cel- 
lar floors dry, water-proofing shall run 
through the walls and up the same as high 
as the ground level and shall be continued 
throughout the flocr, and the said cellar or 
lowest floor shall be properly constructed so 
as to prevent dampness or water from en- 
tering. All cellars and basements in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected shall be properly 
lighted and ventilated, 

Section 34. Courts, Areas, and Yards, In 
every: dwelling hereafter erected where 
courts, areas or yards extend to tlie base- 
ment or cellar, such courts, areas, or yards 
shall be provided with drainage facilitied 
sufficient to protect the said basement or 
cellar from water or dampness, In every 
dwelling hereafter erected the courts, areus 
and yards shall be properly graded and 
drained, and when required by the Beard 
of Health they shall be properly concreted 
in whole or in part as may be appropriate, 

Section 35. Water Supply. In every 
dwelling hereafter erected there shall he a 
proper sink or wash-bowl with running wa- 
ter, exclusive of any sink in the cellar. In 
two-family dwellings and in multiple- 
dwellings of Class A there shall be such a 
sink or wash-bow! in each apartment, suite 
Gr group of rocms. 

The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to dwellings constructed where run- 
ning water is not available, but such pro- 


‘visions shall become applicable as soon as 


such water supply is available. 

Section 36. Water Closet s'ccommoda- 
tions. In every dwelling hereafter erected 
there shall be a separate water-closet. Each 
such water-closet shall be placed in a com- 
partment completely separated from every 
other water-closet{ such compartment shall 
be not less than three feet wide, and shall 
be englosed with partitlons which shall ex- 
tend to the celling and which shall not be 
of wood or other absorbent material. Every 
such compartment: shall have a window 
opening directly upon the street or upon a 
yard or court of at least the minimum size

prescribed by this act and located upon 
the same lot. Nothing In this section con- 
tained shall be construed so as to prohibit 
a general toilet room containing several 
water-closet compartments separated from 
each other by dwarf partitions, provided 
such toilet room is adequately lighted and 
ventilated to the outer air as above pro- 
vided. Every water-closet compartment 
hereafter placed in any dwelling shall be 
provided with proper means of lighting the 
pame at night. The floor of every such, 
water-closet compartment in multiple- 
dwellings shall be made water-proof with 
asphalt, tile, atone, terrazzo or some other 
non-absorbent water proof material; and 
such water-proofing shall extend to at 
least six inches above the floor so that the 
said floor can be washed or flushed out 
without leaking. No drip trays shall be 
permitted on any water-closet. No water- 
closet shall be placed out of doors. No 
water-closet shall be placed in a cellar 
without a permit from the board of health. 
In two-family dwellings and in multiple- 
dwellings of Class A hereafter erected 
there shall be for each family a separate 
water-closet constricted and arranged as 


above provided and located within each ~ 


apartment, suite or group of rooms. 
Section 37, Sewer Connections. No mul- 
tiple-dwelling shall hereafter Be erected 
on any street unless there is a public sewer 
in such street or a private sewer connect- 
ing directly with a public sewer, and every 
such multiple-dwelling shall have its 
Plumbing system connected with a public 
sewer before such multiple-dwelling is oc- 
cupled. No cesspool or vault or similar 


ineans of sewage disposal shall be used in 


connection with any dwelling where con- 
nection.with a qublic sewer is practicable, 


TITLE—FIRE PROTECTION, 


Section 38. Fireproof Dwelling. When 
Required. No multiple-dwelling shall here- 
after be erected exceeding two stories in 
height or occupied by more than four fam- 
ilies unless it shall be a fire-proof dwell- 
ing; the building, however, may step up to 
follow the grade, provided no part of it is 
over three stories in heght, 

Secton 39, Means of Egress, Every 
multiple dwelling hereafter erected exceed- 
ing one-story in height shall have at least 
two independent ways of egress which 
shall extend from the ground floor to the 
roof, and shall be located remote from each 
other and shall be separated from each 
other by enclosed walls. In multiple-dwell- 
ings of Class A the second way of egress 
shall be directly accessible to each apart- 
ment, group or suite of rooms without hav- 
ing to pass through the first way of egress. 
In multiple-dwellings of Clasqg B the sec- 
ond way of egress shall be directly accessi- 
ble from a public hall. One of such ways of 
egress shall be a flight of stairs construct- 
ed and arranged as provided in section 49 
of this ordinance. The second way of 
egress may be any one of the folluwing: 
as the owner may elect: 

(a) A system of outside balcony fire- 
escapes constructed and arranged as pro- 
vided in Sectlon 41 of thls ordinance. 

(b) An additional fiight of statrs either 
inside Sr outside, constructed and arranged 


as provided in section 43 -of this ordinance. — 


In the case of multiple-dwelling of Clags 


A hereafter erected which do not exceed | 
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' two stories in height and which are not 


occupied by more than four families in all, 
such additional flight of stairs may be an 
outside “Btair of wood with wooden bal- 
conies if located on the rear wall of the 
dwélling and kept entirely unenclosed. 

(c) A fire-tower located, constructed 
ray arranged as may be requjred by the 
buliaing Inspector. 

ection 40, Fire-Escapes. All fire-es- 
capes hereafter erected on multiple-dwell- 
ings shall_be located and constructed so ag 
to compi@ strictly with the laws of the 
State of Michigan covering the erection of 
flre-escapes, - 

Section 41. Roof Egress; Scuttles and 
Bulkheads. Every flat-roofed multiple- 
dwelling hersbafter erected exceeding one 
story in height shafl have in the roof a 
bulkhead or a scuttle not less than two 
feet by three feet in size. Such en 
bulkhead shall be fireproof or covered with 
metal on the outside and shall be provided 
with stairs leading thereto and easily ac- 
@essible to all tenants of the building. No 

uttle or bulkhead shall be located in a 
closet or room, but shall be located jn the 
ceiling of the public hall on the top floor, 
and access through the same shall be di- 
rect and uninterrupted. 

Section 42. Stairs and Public Halls. Ev- 
ery miultiple-dwelling hereafter erected 
shall have at least one filght of stairs ex- 
tending from the entrance floor to the roof, 
and the stairs and public halls therein 
shall each be at least four feet wide in the 
clear. All stairs shall be constructed with 
a rise of not more than eight inches and 
with treads not less than ten inches wide 
and not less than three feet six inches 
long in the clear. Winding stairs will not 
be permitted. 

Section 43. Entrance Halls. Every en- 
trance hall in a multiple-dwelling hereafter 
erected shall be at least four feet aix 
inches wide in the clear, In every multiple- 
dwelling hereafter erected access shall be 
had from the street or alley to the yard, 
elther in a direct line or through a court, 

Section 44. Dumb-Waliters and BDlevators, 
In multiple-dwellings hereafter erected all 
dumb-waiters and elevators shall be en- 
closed in fire-proof shafts with flre-proof 
doors at all openings at each i in- 
cluding the cellar. In the case of @umb- 
waitera such doors shall be aelf-closing. 
No elevator shzpil be permitted in the well- 
hole of stairs but every elevator shail be 


completely separated from the stairs by ~ 


fireproof walls enclosing the same. 


Section 45. Cellar Stairs, In maultiple- 
dwellings of class A hereafter erected 
which exceed two stories in helght or which 
are occupied by more than two families 
on any floor, all inside.stairs communicat- 
ing between the cellar or lowest story and 
the floor next above shall be constructed of 
fireproof material‘ between fireproof parti- 
tions or walls and shall be enclosed at bot- 
tom of fire doors by fire proof construction, 

Section 46 Closet Under First Story 
Stairs. In multiple-dwellings hereafter 
erected no closet of any kind shall be con- 
structed under any staircase leading from 
the entrance story to the upper stories, but 
such space shall be left entirely open and 
kept clear and free from encumbrance. 

Section 47. Cellar Entrance. In every 
multiple-dwelling hereafter drected there 
Shall be an entrance to the cellar or other 
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lowest story from the outagide of the said 
bullding. 


Section 48. Wooden Multiple-dwellings, | 


No wooden multiple-dwelling shall here- 
after be erected, and no wooden building 
not now used at a multiple-dwelling shall 
hereafter be converted or altered to such 


use. 
ARTICLHA III, 


(In this article will be found the praevi- 
sions which must be observed when a per- 
s0n proposes to alter an existing dwell- 
ing.) 

Alterationg, 

Section 49. Whenever existing dwellings 
shall hereafter be altered or enlarged, or 
the lots on which they stand diminished, 
they shall comply in all particulars so far 
as each alteration or enlargement is con- 
cerned, with the provisions of the preced- 
ing article on dwellings hereafter erected 
and with sections 3 and 4 of article 1, 


ARTICLE IV. 


(In this article will be fotnd provisions 
which an owner must observe with regard 
to the maintenance of a dwelling.) 


Maintenance. 

Section 50. Public Halls, Lighting of 
in the Daytime. In every multiple-dwelling 
where the public halls and stairs are not 
in the opinion of the board of health suffi- 
ciently lighted, the owner of such house 
shall keep a proper light burning in the 
hallway near the stairs upon such floors as 
may be necessary from sunrise to sunset. 

Section 61. Public Halla. Lighting at 
Night. In every multiple-dwelling a 
proper light shall be kept burning by the 


owner in the public hallwa¥s, near the 


stairs, upon each floor every night from sun- 
set until sunrise throughout the year, if so 
required by the board of health. 

Section 62, Water-Closets in Cellars, 
No water-cloget shall be maintained in the 
cellar of any multiple-dwelling without a 
permit in writing from the board of 
health, who shall have power to make 
rules and regulations governing the main- 
tenance of such closets. Under no cir- 
cumstances shall the water-closet of any 
family or the general water-closet accom- 
modations of any multiple-dwelling be per- 
mitted in the cellar or basement thereof; 
this provision, however shall not be con- 
strued so as to prohibit in multiple-dwell- 
ing of class B a general tollet room con- 
taining several water closets, provided such 
water-clogets are supplementary to those 
required by law. 

Section 63. Water-Closet Accommoda- 
tions. In every dwelling existing prior to 
the passage of this ordinance there shall 
be provided at ledAst one water-closet for 


every two apartments, groups or suites of . 


rooms, or fraction thereof. Except that 
in multiple-dwellings of class B existing 
Prior to the passage of this ordinance there 
shall be provided at least one water-closet 
for every fifteen occupants or fraction 
thereof, 

Section 54. Basement and Cellar Rooms, 
Noe room in the cellar of any dwelling 
shail be occupted for living purposes. snd 
no room in the basement of any dwelling 
shall be so occupied without a written per- 
mit from the bvard of health, which per- 
mit shall be kept readily accessible in the 
main living rocm of the apartment con- 
taining such room. No such room shall 
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hereafter be occupied unless all the follow- 
ing conditions are complied with: .- 

(1) Such room shall be at least seven 
and one-half feet high !n every part from 
the floor to the ceiling. 

(2) The ceiling of such room shall be 
in every part at least three feet six inches 
above the surface of the street or ground 
outside of or adjoining the same. 

(3) There shall be adjacent to and on 
the same floor with such room a water- 


_ closet, 


(4) At least one of the rooms of the 
apartment of which such room is an inte- 
gral part shall have a window opening 
directly to the street or yard of at least 
twelve square feet in size or two wlndows 
having a combined area of twelve square 
feet clear of the sash frame, and which 
sal open readily for purposes of ventila- 
tion. 

(5) The lowest fioor shall 
proof when required by the 
health. 

(8) Such room shall have sufficient Nght 
and ventilation, shall be well drained and 
dry, and shall be fit for human habitatlon. 

Section 66. Cellar Walls and Ceilings. 
The cellar walls and cellar cellings of 
overy multiple-dwelling skall be thorough- 
ly whitewashed or painted a light color by 
the owner and shall be so0 maintained. 
Such whitewash or paint shall be renew- 
ed whenever necessary, when required by 
the board of health. 


Section 66. Water-Closets and Sinks. 
In all two-family dwellings and multiple-

Section 58. Water Supply. Every dwell- 
ing existing prior to the passage of this 
ordinance shall have within at least one 
proper sink with running water furnished 
in sufficient quantity at one or more places 
exclusive of the cellar, In two-family 
dwellings and multiple-dwellings of class 
A there shall be at lerst one such sink on 
each floor, accessible to each family with- 
out passing through another apartment, 

The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to dwellings constructed where run- 
ning water is not available, but such pro- 
visions shall become applicable as soon as 
such water supply is available. 

Section 59. Cesspocils. In the case of 
dwellings where. because of lack of sewers, 
sinks with running water'‘are not provided 
inside the dwellings, one or more cess- 
pocls for the disposal of waste water, as 
may be necessary in the opinion of the 
beard of health, shall be provided in the 
yard or court, the covers of which shall 
be level with the surface thereof and at 
a point easy of access to the occupants 
cf such dwelling. 


Section 60. Cleanliness of Dwellings. 
Every dwelling and every part thereof shall 
be kept clean and shall be kept free from 
any accumulation of dirt, filth, rubbish, 
garbage or other matter in or on the same, 
or in the yards, courts, passages, areas or 
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alleys connected with or belonging to the B 


otinad 


same, The owner of every dwelling, and 
the occupant of every private dwelling, 
shall thoroughly cleanse or cause to bs 


cleansed all the rooms, passages, atairs, 
floors, windows, docrs, walla, ceilings, 
privies, water-closets, cesapools, draina, 


halls, cellarg, roofs and all other parts of 
Said dwellings, or part of the dwelling of 
which he is the owner, tr in the case of 
a private dwelling, 
satisfaction of the board of health, and 
shall keep the said parts of the sald dwell- 
ing in a cleanly condition at all times. 

Section 61. Walla of Courts. In mul- 
tiple-dwellings the walls of all courts, un- 
less built of a light color brick or stone, 
shall be thoroughly whitewashed by the 
owner or shall be painted a Nght color by 
him, and shall be so maintained. Such 
whitewash or paint shall be renewed when- 
ever necessary, a8 may be required hy the 
board of health. 

Section 62. Walls and  Cellings of 
Rooms. In all multiple-dwellings the 
board of health may require the walls and 
cellings of every room that does not open 
directly on the street to be caisomined or 
painted with light colored paint when nec- 
ssary to improve the lighting of such room 
‘and may require this to be renewed as 
often as may be necessary. 

Section 63. Wall Paper. No wall paper 
Bhall be placed upon a wall or ceiling of 
any multiple-dwelling unless all wail pa- 
per shall be first remoyed therefrom and 
said wall and ceiling thoroughly cleaned. 

Section 64. Prohibited Uses. No horse, 
cow, calf, swine, sheep, goat, chickens, 
geese or ducks shall be kept in any dwell- 
ing or part thereof. Nor shall any such 
animal be kept on the same lot or prem- 
ises with a dwelling except under such 
conditions a8 may be prescribed by the 
board of health. No such animal, except 
a horse, shall under any circumstances be 
kept on the same lot or premises with a 
muitiple-dwelling. No dwelling or the lot 
or premises thereof shall be used for the 
storage or handling of rags or junk, nor as 
& place of public assemblage. 

Section 66. Certain Dangerous 
nesses, There shall be no

where paint, oll, drugs or spirituous MNquors 
are stored or kept for the purpose of sale 
or otherwise.

Section 67.—Overcrowding. If any room 
in a dwelling is overcrowded, the Board 
of Health may order the number of 
persons sleeping or living in said room to 
be so reduced that there shall not be less 
than six hundred cubia feet of air to each 
adult, and four hundred cubic feet of air 
to each child under twelve years of age 
occupying such room. 


Section 68. Lodgers Prohibited. No

Section v8. Infected and Uninhabitable 
Dwellings to be Vacated. Whenever it 
shall be certified by the Board of Health 
that a dwelling, or any part thereof, is 
infected with contagious disease, or that 
it is unfit for human habitation, or dan- 
gerout to life or health by reason of 
want of repair, or of defects in the 
drainage, plumbing, lighting, ventilation, 
or of the construction of the same, or by 
reason of the existence on the premises of 
a nuisance likely to cause sickness among 
the occupants of said dwelling, or for any 
other cause, the Board of Health may is- 
sue an order requiring all persons therein 
to vacate such house, or part. thereof, 
within not less than twenty-four hours nor 
more than ten days, for the reasons to be 
mentioned in said order. In case such 
order its not: complied with within the 
time specified, the Board of Health may 
cause said dwellings or part thereof to 
be vacated. The Board of Health when- 
ever it is satisfied that the danger from 
said dwelling or part thereof has ceased 
to cxist, or that it is fit for human habita- 
tion, may revoke said order, or may 
extend the time within which to comply 
with the same. 


Section 70. Repairs to Buildings, Ete. 
Whenever any dwelling or any building, 
structure, excavation, business pursuit, 
matter or thing, in or about a dwelling, 
or the lot on which it is situated, or the 
Plumbing, sewerdge, drainage, light or 
ventilation thereof, igs: in the opinion of 
the Board of Health in a condition or in 
effect dangerous or detrimental to life or 
health, the Board of Health may declare 
that the same, to the extent it may spe- 
cify, is a public nulsance, and may order 
the same to be removed, abated, suspend- 
ed, altered or otherwise improved or puri- 
fied, as the order shall specify. The Board 
of Health may also order or cause any 
dwelling or part thereof or any excava- 
tion, building, structure, sewer, plumbing 
Pipe, passage, premises, ground, matter 
or thing in or about a dwelling, or the 


lot on which it is situated, to be purified,” 


cleansed, disinfected, removed, 
repaired or improved, If any ordermof the 
Board of Health issued under the author- 
ity of the provisions of this ordinance is 
not complied with, or so far complied

IMPROVEMENTS. 


Section 73. Rooms, Lighting and Ven- 
tilation Of. No room in a_ two-family 
dwelling or in a multiple-dwelling of Class 
A erected prior to the passage of this ordi- 
nance shall hereafter be occupied for liv- 
ing purposes unless it shall have a window 
of an area of not leas than eight square 
feet opening directly upon the street, or 
upon a yard not less than five feet deep, 
or above the roof of an adjoining build- 
ing, or upon a court of not less than 
twenty-five square feet in area, open to 
the sky without roof or skylight unless 
suoh room is located on the top floor and 
is adequately lighted and ventilated by a 
skylight opening directly to the outer air. 
Except that a room which does not com- 
ply with the above provisions may be 
occupied if provided with a s window 
of not less than fifteen square feet in area, 
opening into an adjoining room in the 
same apartment, group or suite of rooms, 
which latter room either opens directly 
on the street or on a yard of the above 
dimensions, or itself connects by a similar 
sash window or series of windows with 
such an outer room. Said sash window 
shall be a vertically-sliding, pulley-hung 
wash not less than three feet by five feet 
between stop-heads, both halves’ shall be 
made so as to readily open, and the lower 
half shall be glazed with translucent glass, 
and so far as possible it shall be in Hne 
with windows in the said outer room 
opening on the street or yard so as to 
afford a maximum of light and ventilation. 

Section 74, Public Halls and Stairs, 
Lighting and Ventilation Of. In all dwell- 
ings erected prior to the pasgage of this 
ordinance, the public halls and stairs shall 
be provided with as much light and venti- 
lation to the outer air as may be deemed 
practicable by the Board of Health and 
building inspector who may order the cut- 
ting in of windows and skylights and such 
other improvements and alterations in said 
houses as in its Judgment may be neces- 


sary and appropriate to accomplish this vA 


result. All new  sky-lighta hereafter 
placed in such houses shall be provided 
with ventilators having a minimum open- 
ing of forty square inches and also with 
either fixed or movable louvres or with 
movable sashes; all such sky-lights and 
windows shall be of such size as may be 
determined to be practicable by said 
Board of Health and building inspettor. 
Section 765. Sinks. In all dwellings 
erected prior to the passage of this ordi- 
nance the wood-work enclosing sinks shall 
be removed, and the space underneath 
said sinks shall be left open. The fioors 
surfaces beneath and around 
the sink shall be put in good order and 
repair, and shall be kept well painted with- 
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light colored paint. 

Section 76. Basements and Cellars. 
The floor of the cellar or lowest floor of 
every dwelling shall be free from damp- 
' -ness and when deemed necessary and 
ordered by the board of health or bullding 
Ny inspector, shall be concreted with not less 
) than three inches of concrete of good 
quality and with a finished surface, 
Section TT. Shafts and Courta. In 

every dwelling where there is a court or 
shaft of any kind, there shall be at the 
bottom of every such shaft and court a 
door giving sufficient access to such shaft 
or court to enable it to be properly cleaned 
out. Provided, that where there is al- 
ready a window giving proper access, it 
i shall be deemed sufficient. 
ya Section 78. Egress. Every multiple- 
dwellings exceeding one story In height 
7 shall have at least two independent ways 
l of egress constructed and arranged as pro- 
vided in section forty of this ordinance. 
In the case of multipie-dwellings erected 
prior to the passage of this ordinance 
where it ls not practicable to comply in 
, all respects with the provisions of that 
section, the bullding inspector may make 
such requirements as may be appropriate 
to secure proper means of egress from such 
multiple-dwellings for all the occupants 
thereof. But no existing fire-escape shail 
be deemed sufficient unless it complies 
with the state law. 
All fire-escapes that are already erected 
iI which do not conform to the requirements 
of this section may be altered by the 
owner to make them so conform in lieu 
| of providing new fire escapes, but no ex- 
} isting fire-escape shall be extended or have 
{ts location changed except with the 
| written approval of the building inspector. 
All fire-escapes hereafter erected on any 
| multiple-dwelling shall be located and 
j constructed as prescribed In sections forty 
j and forty-one of this ordinance. 


Section 79. Roof Egress, Scuttles, Bulk- 
Heads, Ladders and Stairs. Every flat- 
. roofed multiple-dwelling exceeding two 


stories in helght erected prior to the pass- 
] age of this ordinance shall have in the roof 
i a bulk-head or a scuttle which shall be 
not less than two feet by three feet In size. 
i All such bulk-heads and scuttles shall be 

fireproof or covered on the outside with 

metal and shali be provided with stairs or 
} stationary ladders leading thereto and 
- easily accesible to all occupants of the 
| building. No scuttle or bulk-head shall be 
ei located in a room; but shall be located in 
the ceiling of the public hall on the top 
floor, and access through the same to the 
roof shall be direct and uninterrupted. 
When deemed necessary by the building 
inspector, scuttles shall be hinged so as 
to readily open. Every bulk-head in such 
multiple-dwelling shall have stairs with a 
| guide or hand-rall leading to the roof, and 
| such stairs shall be kept free from en- 

cumbrance at all times. No scuttle and no 
bulk-head door shall at any time be locked 
with a key, but either may be fastened 
on the inside by movabie bolts or hooks.

requirements, penalties for violation of the 
law, procedure, etc.) 

REQUIREMENTS AND REMEDIES. 
Section 80. Permits. Before construc- 
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tion or alteration of a dwelling or the al- 
teratlon or conversion of a building for 
use as a dwelling is commenced, and be- 
fore the construction or alteration of any 
building or structure on the same lot with 


a dwelling the owner, 
architect, shall submit In duplicate to the 
building inspector, a detailed statement in 
writing, of the specifications for such 
dwelling or bullding, and also full and 
complete duplicate indelible copies of the 
plans of such work. With such statement 
there shall also be submitted in duplicate 
a plat of the lot with legal description, 
showing dimensions of the same, the locas 
tlon of the proposed building and all other 
bulidings on the lot. Such statement 
shall give In full, name and residence, by 
atreet and number, of the owner or owners 
of such dwelling or building and the pur- 
poses for which such dwelling or building 
wlll be used. If such construction, altera- 
tion, or conversion ls proposed to be made 
by any other person than the owner of 
the land in fee, such statement shall con- 
tam the full name and residence, by street 
and number, not only of the owner of the 
land, but also of every person Interested 
In such dwelling, elther as owner, lessee, 
or in any representative capacity. The 
statements herein provided may be made 
by the owner or the person who proposes 
to make the construction, alteration, or 
conversion, or by his agent or architect. 
No person, however, shail be recognized 
as the agent of the owner unless he shall 
file with the said building inspector a 
written instrument, signed by such owner, 


designating him as such agent. Such du- 
plicate plans, plat, specifications and 
statement shall be submitted by said 


bullding Inspector to the board of health 
for inspection and approval by said board. 
Said board of health shall cause all such 
plans and specifications to be examined. 
If such plans and specifications conform 
to the provisions of this ordinance rela- 
tive to lighting, ventilation and sanitation, 
and conform to all other health regulations 
of the city, they shall be approved by the 
sald board and a certificate to that effect 
shall be attached to each of sald duplicate 
set of plans, specifications and plat, and 
the same shall be returned to the said 
building inspector, who shall thereupon 
examine the same, and if found to be in 
conformity with this ordinance and all 
other building ordinances of said city, he 
shall approve the same and issue a permit 
therefor as provided in the sald building 
ordinances. Said building inspector shall 
retain on file in his office, for not less than 
three years, plans, plat and specifications, 
One set of the plans, plat and specifica- 
tions shall be delivered on demand to the 
applicant for said permit, and be kept 
on the premises where such construction 
is located until completion in accordance 
therewith is certified and approved by the 
board of health and the building inspector 
under this ordinance. The duties now 
enjoined upon the building Inspector, the 
piumbing and wiring inspectors, under the 
now-existing ordinances of said city, to 
which this ordinance is suppiementary, 
shall continue in force, and the existing 


building and plumbing ordinances shail be — : 


construed as modified or superseded only 
to the extent that they clearly conflict 
with the provisions of this ordinance. 


Said board of health and building inspec- 
tor, may, from time to time, in the same 
way, approve changes in any plans and 


or his agent, or 
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specifications previously approved by them, 
provided the plans and specifications when 
so ohanged, shall be in conformity with 
this and existing ordinances governing the 
subject matter. The construction, altera- 
tion or conversion of such dwelling, build- 
ing or atructure, or any part thereof, shall 
not be commenced until the filing of such 
specifications, plans and statements and 
the approval thereof as above provided. 
The construction, alteration or conversion 
of such dwelling, building or structure 
shall be in accordance with such approved 
apecifications and plans and location on 
the lot. Any permit or approval which 
may be issued by the board of health and 
building inspector, but under which no 
work has been done above the foundation 
walls within one year from the time of 
the issuance of such permit or approval, 
shall expire by IMmitation, Such board 
of health or building inspector, shall have 
power to revoke or cancel] any permit or 
approval in case of any failure or neglect 
to comply with any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, or other existing ordi- 
nances, or in case any false statement or 
misrepresentation is made in any specifica- 
tions, plans, plat or statements submitted 
or filed for such permit or approval. 

The fees for building permits to be paid 
at the t{me of making application therefor 
shall be as follows: 

When the estimated cost of any build- 
ing, alteration or conversion does not ex- 
ceed the sum of $2,000 the fee for the 
permit provided for in this ordinance shall 
be two ddélars, and the fee for the yermit 
in cage the estimated coat exceeds $2,000 
shall be at the rate of one dollar for 
every thousand dollarg or fractlonal part 
thereof, of the estimated cost. The build- 
ing inspector shall be the judge of the 
accuracy of statements of estimated cost. 

Section 81. Certificate of Compliance. 
No building hereafter constructed, as, or 
altered into aw dwelling, shall be occupied 
in whole or in part, for human habitation, 
until the issuance of a certificate by the 
board of health and building inspector, 
that said dwelling conforms in all respects 
to the requirements of this and the other 
existing building, plumbing and wiring 
ordinances, to which this is supplementary 
relative to dwellings hereafter erected, 
Such certificates shall be issued within ten 
days after written application therefor, if 
such dwelling at the time of such appli- 
cation, shall be entitled thereto. 

Section 82. Uniawful Occupation. If 
any bullding hereafter constructed as or 
altered into a dwelling be occupled in 
whole or in part for human habitation in 
violation of the last preceding section, 
during such unlawful occupation said 
premises shall be deemed unfit for human 
habitation and the board of health may 
cause them to be vacated accordingly. 

Section 83. Penalties For Violations. 
Every person who shall violate or aid or 
assist in violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
ten dollars nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment for not exceeding 
ninety days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment at the discretion of the court, 
with the costs of prosecution. Every ten 
days that any such violation shall con- 
tinue, where the offense is continuing, shall 
be deemed a separate offense. Upon con- 
viction of any person of a second violation 
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of this ordinance within a year, when 
alleged in the complaint to be such, the 
penalty therefor shall be a fine of not less 
than fifty dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars or imprisonment for not 
less than ten days nor more than ninety 
days, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment at the discretion of the court, with 
costs of prosecution, 

Section 84. Abatement. Any continued 
violation of this ordinance shall be deemed 
a nuisance and may be abated as such by 
said board of health in the manner pro- 
vided by law. 

Section 86. Procedure, Except as 
herein otherwise specified the procedure 
for the prevention of violations of this 
ordinance or for the vacation of prem- 
ises unlawfully occupied or for other abate- 
ment of nuisance in connection with a 
dwelling, shall be as set forth in the 
peer and ordinances of the city of Lan« 
sing. 

Section 86, Registry of Owner’s Name. 
Every owner of a two-famlly or multiple- 
dwelling and every lessee of the whole 
house, or other person having control of 
@ multipie-dwelling, shal! file in the office 
of the board of health, a notice containing 
his name and address, and also a descrip- 
tion of the property, by street number or 
otherwise, as the case may be, in such 
manner as will enable the said board easily 
to find the same; and also the number 
of apartments in each house, the number 
of rooms in each apartment, and the num- 
ber of families occupying the apartments. 

Section 87. Registry of Agent’s Name. 
Every owner, agent or lessee of a dwelling 
may file with the board of health notice 
containing the name and address of an 
agent of such house, for the purpose of 
receiving notices and orders and also a 
description of the property by street num- 
ber or otherwise, as the case may be, in 
such manner as will enable the board of 
health to easily find the same. The name 
of the owner or lessee may be filed aa 
agent for this purpose. 

Section 88. Service of Notice and 
Orders. Every notice or order in relation 
to a dwelling shall be served five days 
before the time for doing the thing in rela- 
tion to which it shall have been issued. 
The posting of a copy of such notice or 
order in a conspicuous place on the dwell- 
ing, together with the mailing of a copy 
thereof, on the same day that it is posted, 
to each person, if any whose name has 


been filed with the said board in accord-~ 


ance with the provisions of sections eighty- 
nine and ninety of this ordinance at his 
address as therewith filed, shall be suffi- 
cient service thereof. 

Section 89. Indexing Names. The 
names and addresses filed in accordance 
with sections eighty-nine and ninety, shall 
be indexed by the board of health in such a 
manner that all of those filed in relation 
to each dwelling shall be together, and 
readily ascertainable, The board of health 
shall provide the necessary books, blanks 
and clerical assistance for that purpose. 

Section 90. Enforcement. It shall be 
the duty of said board of health to en- 
force the provisions of this ordinance ex- 
cept that said building inspector shall en- 
force those provisions’ of this ordinance 
which relate to location, structural safety, 
safety of ingress and egress and fire pro- 
tection of buildings. 

Section 91. Powers Conferred. The 
powers conferred by this ordinance upon

Section 92. Inspection of Dwellings. 
The board of health shall cause a periodic 
inspection to be made of every multiple- 
dwelling at least once a year. Such in- 
spection shall include thorough examina- 
tion of all parts of such multiple-dwelling 
and the premises connected therewlth. The 
board of health Is also hereby empowered 
to make or cause to be made similar [{n- 
spections of all dwellings as frequently as 
may be necessary. 

Sectlon 93, Right of Entry: The board 
of health ahd ail Inspectors, officers and 
employees of the said board, and such 
other persons as may be authorized by the 
board of health, may without fee or hind- 
rance enter, examine and survey all prem- 
ises, grounds, erections, structures, apart- 
ments, dwellings, buildings and every part 
thereof in the city. The owner or’ his 
agent or representative and the lessee and 
occupant: of every dwelling and every per- 
aon having the care and management 
thereof shal! at all reasonable times when 
required by any of such officers or persons, 
give them free access to such dwellings 
and premises. The owner of a dwelling 
and his agents and employees shal! have 
right of access to such dwelHng at reason- 
able tlmes for the purpose of bringing 
about a compliance with the provisions of 
this ordinance or any order issued there- 
under. Between the hours of eight o’clock 
in the forenoon and five o’clock in the 
afternoon of each day except. holidays and 
Sundays, shall be deemed: prima facie a 
reasonable time. At other times the spe- 
cial exigencies of the case shall be suffi- 
cient to render the same reasonable. Any 
person who shall violate the-provisions of 
this section by knowingly and wilfully 
refusing or hindering such entry, examlna- 
tion and survey as aforesaid shall be 
gulity of a misdemeanor within the mean- 
ing of the ordinance. 

Sectlon 94. Ordinances as far as incon- 
sistent~with the provisions of this ordl- 
nance are hereby repealed. Whenever the 
provisions of this ordinance are in con- 
flict with any provision of any present 
ordinance or local regulatlon, the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall in al] cases 
govern. 

Sectlon 95. The mayor shall annually 
appoint the building inspector required un- 
der this ordinance, and his tenure of office 
shall be subject to the will of the mayor. 
The council shall annually fix the salary 
of the building tnspector in the same man- 
ner as the salaries of other city officials 
are fixed. 

Section 96. Nothing in this ordinance 
contained shall be held to apply to any 
building or part of building erected and 
temporarily occupied by the owner and his 
immediate family while engaged in the 
construction and erection of a permanent 
dwelling.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council 
of the city of Lansing: 

Gentlemen—Last Monday night you saw 
fit to grant the board of health an addi- 
tional appropriation of $1,535.00 in a lump 
sum without regard to the apecific pur- 
poses stated by the department as a baasia 
for their request. The circumstances in 
this particular instance may possibly seem 
to warrant this procedure, but I feel it my 
duty to state to you the reasons for not 
adopting this course in the future. 

By making appropristions in this man- 
ner you are striking at the essential ele- 
ment of proper financial control of city 
funds. I submit, gentlemen, that in divid- 
ing funds into specific appropriations, you 
are not curtailing the efficiency of any 
department inasmuch as the appropria- 
tions are made upon the recommendation 
of the department subject to increase or 
reduction by your honorable body, and 
if an error in judgment or if conditions 
have arisen whereby it develops certain 
appropriations have not proven sufficient 
the remedy is provided. The department 
is simply required to take the question up 
with your committee on ways and means 
who will investigate the merits of the re- 
quest and make recommendations to you 
ns to the allowance of additional funds. 

I wish to montion the fact that from an 
accounting standpoint it would be much 
easier for the comptroller’s department to 
keep a financial record of one appronria- 
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tion than of several, but for the best in- 
terests of the city of Lansing, it ig ab- 
solutely necessary that a financial control 
by items be in force in order to retain with- 
out question, suffictent balances to the 
credit of the appropriations to cover ex- 
penditures which it ig known must be pro- 
vided for to efficiently carry on the current 
operations of the city. Lansing is not a 
pioneer in this methoa or municipal financ- 
ing, there are on file en the comptroller’s 
office, at least six financial reporta and 
printed budgets from teading cities show- 
ing a subdivision of runds appropriated 
into ss many and in some /nstances, more 
specific appropriations than are in force in 
our city. 

I do not think the above statement 
needs further elaboration ag it cannot but 
be apparent that fAnancial control to the 
limit of total current funds available is 
in the hands of the city council through 
the ways and means committee and It fa 
simply a question of due precaution if 
nothing more, to provide for expenditures 
which it is known without question, must 
occur or great inconvenience and pessibly 
hardship result therefrom. 

The limiting of expenditures tc specific 
appropriations assures the city council 
against expenditures in excess of total 
funds available and in no other manner can 
this result be accompHshed. A review of 
the experience of Lansing during the laat 
fifteen years should convince anyone that 
the record of the past two years has 
proven conclusively that the budget sys- 
tem and a control by items is the only 
logical and sane method of city financing 
and an elimination of this control means 
financial suicide. The allowance to a de- 
partment of a lump sum to be used at 
will, is a practical reversion to the old 
method which was productive of such dis- 
astroug reaults,

To the Honorable Mayor any City Council 
of the city of Lansing: 

Gentlemen—In a deed dated June 18, 
18, we conveyed to the city certein lands 
for park purposes, rewerving 27 acres lying 
to the north of the tract so conveyed. 

Wa have now decided to donate this tract 
to the city, which will Increase the size 
of Potter Park from 67 to 84 acres. Hence, 
we herewith tender you deed of the same 


to be held in escrow pending the fulfill- 
ment of certain conditions hereinafter 
recited, providing for improvements re- 
quiring an appropriation of money, 
Therefore, in the interests of the people 
for whose benefit this gift is solely intend- 
ed, we have thought best to annex to it 
a condition that the clty shall appropriate 
@ aum not tess than $5,000 for use as de- 
manded within the next two years. The 


money so appropriated shall be expended — 
under the supervision of a special park 


committee consisting of Richard H. Scott, 
Judge Edward Cahill, Bert J. Baker and 
Hugo B. Lundberg, in the construction 
of a rustic bridge or overhead crossing 
across the Grand Trunk railway from 
Dakin street as so extended to the south 
bank of the cut through which said rail- 
way runs. Said bridge shall be construct- 
ed of live white oak timbers and in ac- 
cordance with plans and specifications to 
be hereto attached and made a part of 
this agreement. Upon completion said 
bridge shall be under the supervision of 
the city park commission and shall be used 
for only such traffic as is permitted in 
Potter Park. 


It is our desire that quick action should 
be taken to improve and beautify the west 
four acres of the now barren tract, so 
far as is considered practical this spring, 
by the above special committee. 

Beyond thls are the following condl- 
tions to be provided for outside of the 
$5,000 appropriation: 

1. The city of Lansing ls to extend and 
Improve Dakin street on the Excelsior 
Land Co. plat south to the bridge, subject 
to the easement of the Consumers’ Power 
Company for its towers and electric wires. 

2. Dakin street from the bridge north 
to Perkins and Perkling street from Dakin 


east to Shepard street are to be graveled, | 
leveled and rolled so as to form a good 


driveway not less than 24 feet wide. 


3. The bridge and connecting streets - 


and drives shall be completed and open 
to the public not later than May‘l, 1918. 


Thus completing @ continuous drive of. 


about 20 miles: when starting from the 
state capitol grounds south to Main atreet, 
west to Waverly Park, thence vla Moores’ 
Riverside Drive, Sparrow avegue, Baker 
street and Pennsylvania avenue through 
and around Potter Park and then over 
the proposed bridge, via Dakin, Perkins 
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and Shepard streeta to Michigan avenue 
and the M. A. C. grounds, returning via 
Franklin avenue and along the belt line 
rallway to the starting point. 

Richard H. Scott has agreed to furnish 
a dredge which is now in Potter Park, 
and one man to operate same for the 
making of a channel! from the mouth of 
Cedar river to the east line of Potter Park, 
to be at least eighteen feet wide and two 
and one-half feet deep at low water. The 
city’s part in this improvement is pro- 
vided for by an appropriation of $800 al- 
ready made, 

We heartily agree wlth Mr. Scott in hop- 
ing that the results of this season’s work 
in and along the banks of Cedar river may 
prove 80 satisfactory to everyone, as to 
cause a like channe] to be completed in 
the near future to the M, A. C. grounds, 
At least Mr. Scott should have your 
hearty cooperation in carrying out of hie 
contemplated plans. Hence, we shall place 
our deed in his hands to hold until such 
time as the before named special commit- 
tee may unanimously consent to its deliv- 
ery to the mayor of Lansing for record.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council 
of the city of Lansing: 

Gentlemen—Having been called upon to 
look into and examine the conditions sur- 
rounding the Kudner addition to your city, 
and, after a partial search of the records 
and some measurements on the ground, I 
have to report as follows: 

In 1878 one Jacob Cornell -platted the 
N. Ww. 1-4 of the 8. E. 1-4 of Sec. 8, 7. 
4N., R. 2 W., and other lands, as Cor- 
mell’'s addition, but for some reason said 
plat was vacated in 1877. At the time of 
making the Cornell plat three stones were 
get 48 Monuments, and to which all meas- 
urements were to be referred. Two of 
these three stones have been found. Ac- 
cording to this plat and some later plats 
there is no doubt but that the center lines 
of Warner and Saginaw streets were the 
north and south boundaries of this quar- 
ter section, and the medial line east and 
west was the center line of Horner street 
and the south line of the Cornell plat. 
Block No. 1 of this plat and the lands to 
the center of the streets north, south and 
west fulfills the conditions of the Becker 
plat made in 1888 except to the eastward 
for a small addition. And block No. 2 of 
said plat with the land to the center of 
the streets north, south east and west 
fulfilis the condition of the Kudner plat 
made in 1892. Subsequent work in this 
quarter section seems to show that the 
south line of Warner street was used as 
the north boundary of this quarter and 
the medial line east and' west, the present 
dividing line between the Kudner and the 
Oakdale additions, was staked according- 
ly. This last medial line east and weat 
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through the quarter would thug be one 
rod south of the previous mentioned me- 
dial lime at the time of the Cornell plat. 
Now as the Becker plat was made with- 
out any reference to the two rods origin- 
ally in Warner street, the two plats, the 
Becker and the Kudner, will overlap each 
other north and south about one rod, This 
lap, however, only affects the west 583 
feet of the Kndner plat on the north. In 
the platting of the Kudner additlon elther 
intentionally or otherwise a very serious 
hlunder was made, as all the land east 
and west was ineluded in the lot. scheme, 
and no provision was made for that por- 
tlon of it lylng within the confines of 
Logan streets, and to be used for atreet 
purposes; or else wrong dimensions were 
placed upon same or all of the lots com- 
prising the addition. North and south 
there seems to be ho trouble except the 
overlapping of the Becker plat as before 
mentioned. The plat being a matter of 
record there would be some difficulty in 
trying to change the same without unan- 
imous congent, in some way, of all in- 
terested therein. And to make a survey 
at this late day and along such lines as 
should have been employed when origin- 
ally surveyed would be to still further 
increase the difficultles, rather than 
eliminate them. While the proportioning 
of @ surplus or shortage is the most equit- 
abie and just to all parties interestéd, in 
the present case, on account of the 
amounts, about 80 feet, it would necessi- 
tate the changing of al) north and south 
lines, and undoubtedly would affect some 
of the houses already built. The dest 
method to adopt at this time would seem 
to be to allow all lots lying west of the 
alley running north and south and adja- 
cent to Logan street to remain as now 


platted, and confine all the correction to- 


the lots having a frontage on Logan street. 
This would affect 15 or less owners, a less 
number to get together, whiie to propor- 
tion would include ail the owners in the 
addition.
